I wanted to bring to your attention, if you are not already aware, that the city released the draft EIR 
for the Hollywood Community Plan on November 15. Comments are due into the city on January 
31,2019 


Here is a link to the city’s website which has a copy of the plan. You will see references to the 
proposed land use map for Hollywood, zoning proposals to implement the plan and the narrative to 
describe the goals and policies inherent in the plan. 


There is also an interactive map where you can determine the proposed land use and zone for an 
area you are interested in. 


Comments can be submitted via mail or email before January 31,2019. 


Property owners are certainly encouraged to weigh in on the plan individually. If there are any 
issues that seem to be of critical import to the overall BID area, please advise, and we can set 
aside time at the Jan 17 meeting for a discussion. Additionally, the Chamber’s Economic 
Development Committee will be focusing it January meeting to a discussion of the plan and you 
can attend that meeting as a Chamber member (Jan 15 at 8 a.m.). 







As compared to the last go-round, no salient issues have come to my attention, other than the fact 
that the old CRA Urban Design Plans (one for Hollywood and one for Sunset Blvd) remain alive 
and must be reconciled with the Community Plan so there is no contradiction between the two. 
This was a big surprise to Leron and I when we were invited to a meeting last fall by the 
consultant (Prakash Pinto of Pinto + Partners in Berkeley) retained to finish the Sunset Boulevard 
Urban Design Plan. The council office was involved in this meeting - I will find out what process 
they are going through to ensure that these plans are not conflicting in any way. John Kaliski 
Architects is tasked with the final update of the Hollywood plan.

As was discussed at last week’s board meeting, there is one more week to submit comments 
related to the draft EIR for the Hollywood Community Plan Update. After this, the process will 
move into a period of review and comment on the actual community plan. The ad-hoc committee 
who volunteered to work with staff on this is: David Gajda, Michael Gargano and Chase Gordon. 


In the meantime, there was a meeting at the Chamber yesterday to discuss the best way forward 
with respect to the EIR, which is a very technical document. The consensus was to encourage 
letters from stakeholders in the community that essentially contain two points: 

1 . Support for the adoption of a community plan in general. This is needed, as we are 
limited by a plan that was last passed in the late 80’s. Therefore, we are in favor of this 
effort, and do not want to see any more delays. 

2 . Support for the Primary and Secondary objectives contained in the plan. These are 
what are listed in the executive summary (which is Section 2 of the EIR) I’ve cut/pasted 
them here for you. 


PROJECT OBJECTIVES 

The primary objectives of the Proposed Plan are as follows: 


Accommodate projected population, housing, and employment growth consistent with the growth strategies of the 
Framework Element, including: 










o Maximize development opportunities around existing transit systems to encourage sustainable land use 
while minimizing potential adverse impacts, 


o Direct growth to transit hubs and corridors, 


o Plan for increases to the housing supply, 


o Encourage a better balance of jobs and housing with mixed use development, 


o Accommodate commercial uses for future employment opportunities, and 


o Focus growth into Framework identified Centers and corridors while preserving single family 
neighborhoods, hillsides, and open space. 


• Direct growth away from low density neighborhoods; preserve single family and low density 
Residential neighborhoods. 

• Provide a range of employment opportunities; promote the vitality and expansion of Hollywood’s media, 
entertainment, and tourism industry. 

• Protect historical and cultural resources. 


The secondary objectives of the Proposed Plan are as follows: 


• Encourage and promote a variety of mobility options; make streets walkable. 


Improve the function and design of neighborhoods throughout the Project Area by preserving and strengthening 
the appearance of the overall Project Area to promote pedestrian friendly environments, nurture neighborhood 
character, improve economic vitality, create identity, and integrate a combination of land uses to create positive 
visual experiences. 


• Improve open space, parks and public spaces. 


• Provide adequate public services and infrastructure. 


Encourage sustainable land use. 


Maintain Land Use and Zoning Consistency. 


Reference some 
of the Project Objectives in your letter, in your own words, that support the primary or secondary 
objectives from your perspective as a property owner, business owner, employer, BID board 
member.
